New Delhi, the 5 th August 1909 

G.S.R. 1843. —In exercise of the powers conferred by clause (f) of sub-sec¬ 
tion (3) of section 9 of the Salaries and Allowances of Members of Parliament 
Act, 1954 (30 of 1954), the Joint Committee constituted under sub-section (1) of 
that section, after consultation with the Central Government, hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members 
of Parliament) Rules, 1950, the same having been approved and confirmed by the 
Chairman of the Council of States and the Speaker of the House of the People, 
as required by sub-section (4) of the said section, namely :— 

1. Short title- —These rules may be called the Housing and Telephone Facilities 
(Members of Parliament) Amendment Rules, 1969. 

2. Amendment to Rule 4.—In rule 4 ol the Housing and Telephone Facilities 
(Members of Parliament) Rules, 1956, 

(a) In sub-rule (1), for the words “three thousand six hundred" the words 
“five thousand four hundred" shall be substituted; 
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(b) after the Explanation to sub-rule (2), the following sub-rule shall be 
inserted, namely :— 

‘ (3) Without prejudice to the provisions contained In sub-rule (1), no 
charges shall be payable by a Member in respect of the installation 
and rental of one telephone installed either at his usual place of 
residence, or at a place selected by him, being a place— 

(i) situated within the State which he represents, in the case of a 
member of the Council of States, other than a member nominated 
to that House: 

(li) situated within his constituency, In the case of a member of the 
House of the People, other than a member nominated to that 
House; 

(111) approved by the Chairman of the Council of States or the Speaker 
of the House of the People, as the case may be, in the case of 
nominated members; and 

rio Member shall be liable to make any payment in respect of the first 
five thousand four hundred local calls made from that telephone 
during any year ; 

Provided that the place selected by the Member or approved by the 
Chairman or the Speaker, as the case may be, shall be within 
the area of operation of an existing telephone exchange.”
